tian resistance. The German war office reports an encircling move- 
ment which compelled the entente forces to retreat in disorder. 


If the German victory turns ont to be a decisive one the sit- 


nation promises to develop seriously for the Rumanians and Rus- 
sians, who have been fighting to protect the railroad running 
from Constanta on the Black Sea, to Tchernavoda, on the Danube. 
The battle was fought not more than 20 miles south of the rail. 
road and its loss would mean the cutting of the convenient water 
route of communication between Russia and Rumania by way of 
Constanza. Through Tchernavoda, in addition lies the route to in- 
terior Rumania, over the only bridge spanning the Danube along 
the entire Dobrudja front. 


In the fighting in the Carpathians the Russians have 
taken 


the Mountain Peak of Smotrec, which already had changed bands 
several times. Elsewhere along this rugged front the Russians 
have been attacking heavily, but according to Berlin, were beat- 
en off.

The matter of the city building a sewer on private property 


and council heing asked to authorize it and pay for it, after it had 
teen built, 'bobbed up again in the session o£ that body on Wed- 
nesday evening. There were statements and counter statements, 
Crimination and re-criminations, hut we fail to see that council got 
anywhere in the matter. It must have felt about that way itself 
for the discussion ended without action on its part. Where there 
u so much smoke there is hound to be some fire and that is the 
thing council ought to get at. Somo sparks appear in the seeming- 
ly undisputed fact, that Homebody, pretending to act for the city, 
had a sewer erected on the Zaph plat, in the north end of the city, 
on an alleged street, that had never heen dedicated to 
the city.

•ewer and appropriate money for it. This is a most singular and 
unlawful proceedings, singular in the fact of assumption of au- 
thority by some individual or individuals, who did not possess it, 
and unlawful, doubly so, in that the city has no power to enter up- 
on private lands to build a sewer, without certain prior legal pro- 
ceedings and council must authorize a sewer before the city can be 
obligated to the payment of the cost of construction.

What it has a right to know is how its affairs are be- 


ing managed and how the revenues it pays arc being expended, by 
due process and properly constituted authority, or by those seek- 
ing to serve the ends of private employers instead of discharging 
their official duties.

The matter of the city building a sewer on private property 


and council being asked to authorize it and pay for it, after it had 
been built, fodbbed up again in the session of that body on .Wed- 
nesday evening. There were statements «nd counter statements, 
crimination and re-criminations, but we fail to see that council got 
anywhere in the matter. It must have felt about that way itself 
for the discussion ended without action on its j>art. Where there 
is so much smoke there is bound to be some fire and that is the 
thing councU ought to get at. Some sparks appear in the seeming- 
ly undisputed fact, that somebody, pretending to act for the city, 
had a sewer erected on the Zaph plat, in the north end of the city, 
on an alleged street, that had never been dedicated to the city. 
Afterwards the city was asked to authorize the construction of the 
sewer and appropriate money, for it. This is a most singular and 
unlawful proceedings, singular in the fact of, assumption of au- 
thority -by some individual or individuals, who did- not possess it, 
and unlawful, dou'b'ly so, in that the city has no power to enter up- 
on private lands to build a sewer, without certain prior legal pro- 
ceedings and council must authorize a sewer bcfo're the city can be 
obligated to' the payment of the cost of construction. The public 
is not especially concerned with dispute between adjacent proper- 
ty owners. AVhat it has a right to know is how its affairs are be- 
ing managed and how the revenues it pays are being expended, -by 
due process and properly constituted authority, or by those seek- 
ing to serve the ends of private employers instead of discharging 
tlicir official duties.
